ALF THOMAS, 81, 
GETS SIX YEARS 
IIN COUNTY JAIL 


Alf Thomas, 81, Gettysburg R. I. 
was sentenced to three year* In jail 
*by the Adams county court this 
morning on a charge of contributing 
to the dellquency of a minor on 
which he had been found guilty 
earlier this week by a Jury He was 
also sentenced to serve three years 
on a similar charge on which he had 
been on probation at tha time he was 
arrested on a second charge. The 
second sentence is to begin at tho 
completion of the first, making it a 
total of six years which he is to 
serve. 
The court said it was Imposing 
the prison sentences because it wa* 
unable to find an Institution other 
than a ’jail to take care of the de­ 
fendant The jury this week had re­ 
commended that Thomas be sent 
to some Institution rather than to 
Jail. The court added, however, th at 
if an institution can be found to 
take care of the elderly man he will 
be removed from the jail to such 
institution. 
12-Month Sentence 
Ltfwis Metz, O rrtanna R I, was 
sentenced to 12 months In prison on 
a charge of malicious mischief. Sen­ 
tence on a charge of pointing a gun 
was suspended and he was ordered 
to post $500 bond to keep the peace 
on a surety of the peace charge.

Bean And Pea Weevil* 
Weevils which destroy dry beans 
and peas over winter, both food and 
seed supplies, take burdensome tolls 
year after year with little or no 
serious combat m easures to curb 
them. One of th e chief reasons for 
this continued loss is found in the 
fact) th a t most gardeners and farm ­ 
ers still believe the weevil “develops 
from the seed germ '’ and cannot be 
controlled. This erroneous idea be­ 
longs to the same outmoded fallacies 
as the belief that fish is a brain food 
or th at eating cabbage and drinking 
milk will cause illness. 
The common dark weevil seen in 
stored beans and peas, the “bug" 
that gnaws its way out of the grain, 
leaving a conspicuous tunnel in the 
bean or pea. hatches originally into 
a tiny grub or larva from an egg 
deposited on or In the green pod 
during the growing season. There is 
no mystery about this insect. It does 
not develop in some ^explainable 
way from the seed germ. It propa­ 
g a te like all other insects of the 
beetle group — egg, larva (worm), 
pupa, beetle. 
There are two m ain groups of 
these pests, composed of several spe­ 
cies attacking beans, peas, cowpeas 
and lentils. One group enters the 
green pods in the garden or field, 
as already described. After the grain 
is stored the m ature beetles gnaw 
their way out and die. Only where 
they have a crop of green pods to 
attack do they produce more than 
one brood or generation a year. This 
group is not so very troublesome in 
the north. 
The second group, like the first, 
produces infested seeds during the 
growing season in tim green pods. 
By the time the dry beans or peas 
are ready to harvest and store the 
weevils are but partly grown inside 
the grains. After a few weeks in 
storage, particularly if the storage 
tem perature 
is 
fairly 
high. 
the 
weevils reach full size, gnaw their 
way out and proceed to propagate 
another generation of larvae from 
eggs laid on the dry grains. There 
may be from six to eight genera­ 
tions of this second group each year 
in this latitude.

The high temperatures are only 
part of the uncomfortable weather. 
There’s lots of humidity, too. That's 
what makes the collars wilt, makes 
for slow walking and easy going on 
the job, if possible. 
The stifling heat has taken a 
heavy toll in deaths, in prostrations 
and drownings. A survey showed at 
least 76 deaths in 13 states enveloped 
in the hot belt. Hundreds were over­

beaches and city parks for relief. 
There was some rain in a few 
midwest and southern states yester­ 
day. But the isolated local showers 
afforded only temporary relief to the 
hot and humid central states. Show­ 
ers were reported over parts of Iowa, 
Minnesota and western Illinois. 
The official U. S. Weather Bureau 
table of temperatures contained a 
majority of readings above the 90- 
degree mark. The only cool area was 
along the Pacific coast.

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Charles Evans Hughes, 
Former Chief Justice, 
Nearly President, Dies 


(M trrvlllr,

Aa*. 28 CZP)— 
Charles Evarus Hughes, retired Chief 
Justice of the United States who 
narrowly missed becoming President 


In 1916, is dead. 
Hughes, Secretary of State in the 
Harding and Coolidge cabinets and 
twice Governor of New York, suc­ 
cumbed last night only a few hours 
after he was reported in critical con­ 
dition from a heart ailment. 
The 
86-year-old 
former 
Chief 
Justice—the only American ever to 
be appointed twice to the U. S. 
Supreme court—died at the Wianno 
club, where he had come on August 
5 to convalesce from an illness that 
had confined him to his Washington 
home foT several months. 
Retired in 1941 
The former Jurist’s son, Charles 
Evans Hughes, Jr , a New York a t­ 
torney, said death was caused by 
congestive heart failure and uremic 
poisoning. 
The younger Hughes said his fa­ 
ther had "shown marked improve­ 
ment" but th at he suffered "a sud­ 
den relapse’’ early this week 
Since leaving the nation’s highest 
Judicial post July I, 1941, because of 
declining health, Hughes had spent 
most of his time living quietly and 
in relative obscurity in Washington. 
Fam ous Whiskers 
He withdrew entirely from society 
circles upon the death of his wife 
on December 6, 1945. and made his 
last public appearance at the funeral 
services of another Chief Justice. 
Harlan Fiske Stone, in April, 1946 
The former Chief Justice, whose 
neatly 
trimmed 
beard 
had 
been 
perhaps the most famous whiskers 
in public life since Abraham Lin­ 
coln, was friendly and had a keen 
sense of humor. 
He retained a secretary after his 
retirement to keep up a large cor­ 
respondence with old acquaintances 
and handle other work which includ­ 
ed preparation of records for future 
use by historians 
Hughes, who until his last illness 
continued a daily habit of taking 
brisk morning walks, was the sec­ 
ond man in history to serve as both 
Associate Justice and Chief Justice 
Ex-N ew York Governor 
Born in Glen Palls, N. Y., April 
ll, 1862, he entered Colgate at the 
age of 14 and graduated from Brown 
university. After receiving his law 
degree from Columbia in 1884. he 
began legal practice in New York.

He 
was defeated in (me of the closest 
races in history—Wilson winning by 
an electoral vote of 277 to 254 after 
being given California’s vote. 
Hughes actually had retired the 
night before with confidence of be­ 
ing elected, only to wake the next 
morning and learn of his defeat. 
Besides serving as Secretary of 
State under two Presidents in the 
■20s, Hughes also was on several spe­ 
cial commissions and posts for the 
government. 
Many Famous Opinions 
President Hoover returned Hughes 
to the bench as Chief Justice in 
1930, and he presided over the na­ 
tion's highest court in some of its 
most momentous days. During the 
flaming controversy with the late 
President Roosevelt and "New Deal" 
legislation, he placidly directed the 
tribunal’s proceedings. 
He wrote many of the famous 
opinions of the 1930s and more often 
than not sided with the so-called 
liberals on the court. He sided with 
the administration in about two- 
thirds of the decisions rendered. He 
also was widely credited with play­ 
ing an important role in defeating 
President Roosevelt’s court reorgani­ 
zation proposal. 
One of Justice Hughes’ last opin­ 
ions dealt with the civil rights ques­ 
tion now playing an important part 
in the current political campaign.
